DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1, 2, 6, 7, 10 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(a) as being clearly 
anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 6,088,717 to Reed et al. 

As per claims 1, 2, 6, 7, 10 and 11, Reed et al. disclose date/time information 

(col. 34, lines 42-45), contents reproduction permission information 

(col. 26, lines 28-33), key information generating means and encrypting means 

(col. 26, lines 18-33) and recording means (col. 41, lines 55- 

60). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-5, 8, 9, 12-14 are allowed.
